We have come to the end of the story 


of Judah for the time being, for when 
in captivity their history ceases during 
that period. 
Thus the 573 yeara of 


Acts xiil. 17-21, from the exodus to the 
building of th'e temple, perfectly agrees 
with the 480 of I Kings vi, 1, by sub- 
tracting the ninety-three years of the 
captivities In Judg. ill, iv, vi* xiil; so 
also the whdle period of the present 
age of Israel's rejection of Christ, 
which comes in between the sixty-nine 
weeks and the seventieth week of Dan. 
ix, 25-27. Every believer should lay to 
heart that all time spent out of fellow- 
ship with Christ is time lost. 


The ten tribes had been carried cap- 


tive In the ninth year of their King 
Hoshea, which was about the sixth 
year of"Hezeklah, king of Judah.

Therefore He brought upon 
them the king of the Chaldees • * 
to fulfill the word of the Lord by the 
mouth of Jeremiah" (II Chron. xxxvi, 
15, 17, 21). , 


The account of, this siege of, Jerusa- 


lem, with the capture of Zedekiah and 
many of his people. Is recorded in Jer. 
lii and II Kings xxv. and more fully 
in those two chapters than to our les- 
son chapter 
There were at least two 


very strange things in connection with 
this siege and the capture of Zedeklah. 
Ezekiel was a captive in Babylon, hun- 
dreds of miles distant, and yet without 
telephone or telegraph or wireless he 
was told to note the very day the siege 
began and set it forth by an object leg 
son to the captives at Babylon (Ezek. 
xxiv, 1-3; Jer. Ill, 4). He was told to 
tell the captives that the king would be 
carried to Babylon and die there, yet 
he would not see Babylon (Ezek. xii 
13). * This is explained by verse 7 of 
our lesson. The time and manner of 
the flight of the king and his men of 
war from the city, according to verse 4 
of our lesson, were also seen by the 
prophet In Babylon and set forth be- 
fore the people by an-object lesson 
(Ezek. xii, 1-13). The capture of Zede 
kiah by night helps to make more real 
that the darkness and the light are 
both alike to Him with whom we have 
to do; that we cannot escape Him 
when He wants us; that It is Impossi- 
ble to hide jfrom Him (Ps cxxxix, }-12). 


We think of Jonah and his capture

On the other hand, con 
alder how safe we are when God hides 
us. Think of Moses in a cleft of the 
rock with God's hand ctfverinpj him, of 
Elijah hidden by the brook Cherith and 
at Zarephath and of Jeremiah and 
Baruch hidden from Jehoiakim!

lon for their good, like Daniel and his 
friends, Ezekiel and others, but Zede- 
kiah and his companions were carried 
captive as a reproach and a proverb, 
a taunt and a curse This was shown 
to Jeremiah in the vision of the two 
baskets of figs (Jer xxiv) 
It is not 


true concerning eveij one that "all is 
for the best." but it is tnie concerning 
all who are redeemed by precious 
blood; that all things are tor their good 
that they may become in their daily 
life more like Jesus Christ (Rom. viii). 


So the citv was taken and burned, 


and the walls were broken down and 
the people carried into captivity for 
seventy years, as the Lord had predict- 
ed by Jeremiah (chapter xxix. 10) The 
mountains remained as before, and it is 
written, "As tho moiintiins (not the 
wallsi are round .ilioui ,lt>rus.U'im. so 
the Lord is round «>b.out His people 
from henceforth even forever."

There is a fear, a dread respecting the 
future, a dread which takes hold also 
upon things of-the present life. This 
fear toward God, the." Scriptures de- 
clare, is wrong, saying, "Their fear 
toward Me is taught by the precepts 
of men." (isa. 29:13.) These precepts 
Of men are represented in our various 
creeds, all or which claim to be the 
"Word of the Lord, but all of which are 
ihe product of fearful, human minds. 


God's Word does riot uphold a single 


treed of Christendom, nor does -a sin- 
gle creed of Christendom uphold God's 
Word. They all contain certain ele- 
ments of Truth,' around which great 
masse? of error^ liave gathered. How- 
ever, if only such as conscientiously 
believe every feature of their creeds 
should remain with them, and if all

career. .Highly favored by his Maker, 
crowned' with the glory and honor of 
human perfection and the lordship of 
earth, Adam had the offer of everlast- 
ing life,. under Edenie conditions. But 
while condemning his - disobedience we 
cannot help - sympathizing witfi " him 
when we realize .that the,- act of dis- 
loyalty which brought the Divine'sen- 
tence upon Adam, and, by heredity, 
upon ^all'.of his .race, was -• caused" by 
-love for. his wife. . 


-The unvarnished narrative Is that 
Mother Eve thirsted for knowledge, 
and:was no't content .to await the Al- 
mighty ?s. time for. giving them knowl- 
edge. She hearkened to the'Serpent's 
plea that the Almighty was seeking 
to keep herself and her husband in' 
Ignorance by forbidding them to par- 


vtake of the fruit of the tree of knowl- 


edge. She had not come to know the 
benevolence bf her Maker, and" that no 
good thing would He withhold from 
His ob'edient'creatures. She had not 
yet learned that the fruit of .that tree 
was forbidden for a time only, and 
,that the premature eating of It could 
/bring no'blessing, but Divine disfavor. 
.'The,Apostle shows, this when he de- 
clares that Mother Eve'was deceived; 
but. with equal positiveness he de- 
clares that Father Adam was not, 
himself, deceived; that he partook of 
the fruit knowingly, intentionally, wil- 
fullyi and with a full realization of 
the disobedient act which brought 
upon him death—"The wages of sin is 
death;" "Thou shalt surely die" (Ro- 
mans vi, 23; Genesis ii, 17). 


. Russell of Brook- others were to step out, honestly and 


fearlessly, the creeds would be found 
to have very few worshipers. They 
are fetishes of idol worship, surely dis- 
pleasing- to the Lord. Let every one 
oppose this fear which has done so 
much to discredit God and His Word 
and so much to turn the hearts and 
minds of .the best people in the world 
away from God and the Bible. 


"Where Art Thou, Sinner?" 


While our first parents hid from God,

FUNERAL TORTURE. 


Ways of tto Wives When «Bor«ro In- 


dian Dies. 


On the death of a Bororo Indian the 


wife'tears out handfuls of her hair 
and thrwws it on bis ,<-orpse. says a 
writer in the .Inly Wide World Maga- 
zine. At intervals during the first day 
after his death she shakes him, as 
though wishing to bring him back to 
life, and b'isses his fold brow. Her 
efforts beng in vnin. she retires and 
the Baire approaches. He proclaims 
that the man has died for the sins he 
committed during bis life. 
Then the 


relatives paint his body with "uracu," 
an ointment made out of the root 
of a wild tropical plant. 
Gorgeous 


feathers of the most varied hues 
are then strewn over him. and the 
corpse,is wrapped up in a matting of 
straw. The moment,, before the burial 
the wives approach.one after the other 
and cover his feet with the blood drop- 
ping from the wounds and gashes they 
have inflicted on their bucks and arms. 


This ceremony is followed by an- 


other. Three Indians appear dressed 
in the. clothes—if the few rags they 
wear can b*> called thus—of the dead 
man and begin singing and dancing. 
In ibe meantime the corpse Is carried 
to t-he "Buhyto." a huge mound in the 
rt»ni«»r of the colony, and should the 
dmiciiiK and singing-Indians become 
tired before It is reached three others 
t.-ikr ilieir plat-es. The body lies on the 
mound three days. 
Then the Baire 


goes ro the mound and. seating .him- 
self at. the foot of the dead man. is 
supposed to receive his soul in keeping.
